The conditions surrounding the ad- 
mittance of a special student to the 
campus are these: (1) the oppor- 
tunity for learning is not restricted 
to high school graduates only, but 
to any, or all, persons wishing to 
improve their knowledge or profes- 
sional ability. (2) That said special 
student, or students, may take any 
subject, or subjects, if the total 
units do not exceed six. At the 
present time we find a total of 29 
students covering studies in fifteen 
subjects, as follows: 2, home eco- 
nomics; 5, business courses; 9, mu- 
sic; 4, art; 4, photography; 4, his- 
tory; 1, vocational shop; 1, hygiene; 
2, English; 1, geology; 1, mathemat- 
ics; 1, chemistry; 1, Spanish; 1, ra- 
dio; and 1, psychology.. The diver- 
sity of courses being taken by divers 
students at the college hints at 
Hartnell’s possibilities in this field 
of endeavor.

There are, however, some tricks that people have devel- 


oped to needle themslves into 
much more than little desperation 
devices that serve as crutches for 
the ailing will power, but they 
often help. Here’s a few to think 
about. ‘ 

MARKED MONEY METHOD 

This is the oldest known to all 
men, and is nothing more than a 
piggy-bank with a rule book built 
in. Pick a coin, anything from a 
penny to a half dollar. Let’s say 
you decide on a nickel; from then 
on nickels are unspendable. Every 
nickel you get goes into the sugar 
bowl. Keep this up for a little 
while, and it easily becomes a 
habit. And, no foolin,’ you’d be sur- 
prised at how quickly small-change 
savings can mount up. 

SHORT-HAUL METHOD 

It’s easy to be strong willed for 
a week or two at a time. You can 
manage a lot of economies for a 
few months that you couln’t stand 
indefinitely. So many people have 
successfully used the technique of 
setting a brief period, say three 
months, and just saving their heads 


thrift. Frankly, these are not 


money. Perhaps you hit a bingo 
game.

Perhaps the 
doctor orders you to quit smoking. 
Wherever it comes from, there’s 
suddenly a certain amount of 
money lying loose. Grab it quick, 
or a part of it, for savings, before 
it gets absorbed by other expenses. 
You got along without it before, 
and you can continue to. 


EVEN-SWAP METHOD 

You have to be pretty determined 
to start with, for this. Pick one 
specific regular expense. Trade it 
for savings money. Make it a sac- 
rificial lamb and deposit its cost 
in the bank each month. This is 
a bit easier than more general 
kinds of budget-cutting because the 
dramatic twist helps morale. Man- 
aging. a cut in the entertainment 
budget, for some mysterious rea- 
son, is generally harder than depos- 
iting the price of the midweek 
movie in a tin can as you settle 
down to a quiet evening at home 
and homework.

Once you begin working, you 
pay for social security, you and 


They'll cut expenses to the 
bone, knowing that the end is al- 
ways in sight, and sock away a 
tidy sum of cash. When it’s over, 
they blow themselves to a celebra- 
tion and resume their unthrifty 
living (but they still have some 
cash in the bank) until they feel 
strong enough for a repeat.

dollars. You and your family may 
never collect the whole $40,000, for 
that is close to the maximum that 
one family could clear from social 
security. But whether or not you 
ever collect a red cent, it protects 
your family and your future as 
long as you maintain your eligi- 
bility.

Under the policy 
written up by a committee under 
chairmanship of Randy Blair, and 
approved by the student commis- 
sion on May 18 of this year, last 
year’s recipients, and future recipi- 
ents of honorary cards will enjoy all 
privileges granted members of the 
Associated Students of Hartnell, 
with the exception of voting.

The annual Hartnell homecom- 
ing celebration was held on the 
next Saturday, the 25th, undefeated 
East Contra Costa furnishing the 
opposition. Dillard, Leon Snider, 
and Tony Teresa each scored as 
Hartnell decisively walloped the Vi- 
kings, 19-0. 

The evening of November 8 was 
nearly catastrophic, but Hartnell 
eked out a 19-14 victory over the 
aroused Napa Chiefs,, the game be- 
ing played at Napa. San Francisco 
State sent its J.V. squad down on 
the next week end to absorb a 52-0 
thrashing from the Harts with two 
Junior Rose Bowl officials in the 
stands. Coach Henry Franci was 
honored at half time for his serv- 
ices without remuneration. Hart- 
nell’s ninth win of the season was 
chalked up at the expense of the 
Marin Tars, 15-0, in Kentfield’s Sea 
of Mud. 

An, enormous crowd of 7,500 
turned out to witness the annual 
Thanksgiving battle with M.P.C., 
which provided formidable _op- 


position. Bob’ Scofield not only 
was the game’s leading ground 
gainer but he also scored both of 
Hartnell’s: touchdowns as the Pan- 
thers beat the Lobos by a score of 
13-6, thus ending the season unde- 
feated and securing the western 
bid to the Junior Rose Bowl to op- 
pose Bacone College of Muscogee, 
Oklahoma. 


Incidental intelligence:; Hartnell 
scored 260 points during the. sea- 
son, compared with combined op- 
ponents’ 57, gained 3,719 yards to 
1,481, and earned 175 first downs 
to 93. 


The bowl game was a one in a 
lifetime affair from just about ev- 
ery point of view as Hartnell scored 
on a pass from Dillard to Teresa 
after the gun had sounded to tie 
up the game at 20-20. 

Each opponent will be gunning 
for the Panthers next season; the 
eyes of the state and nation will be 
on them; and every individual in 
the Salinas area will be whole- 
heartedly behind them, expecting 
to see another great football team 
in action.

Coach Jess Regli brought his base- 
charges home ahead of the rest of 
the pack in the race for champion- 
ship honors in the Coast Confer- 
ence this spring, winning all but 
one league game. In the playoff 
for entrance into the Northern Cal- 
ifornia Junior College finals Grant 
Tech beat the Panthers, 7-6, in a 
game which saw ‘the Harts rally in 
the last two innings by virtue of 
a couple of home runs, yet fall 
short by one run. 


M.P.C. SUBDUED 

The ““games that count” began 
Saturday, April 11, when M.P.C. 
brought over its ball players for 
a couple of contests which Hart- 
nell won by scores of 9-7 and 23-5, 
The home club garnered 24 base 
hits during the course of play, dom- 
inating everything in sight except 
the error column which was re- 
served for M.P.C. who took advan- 
tage of the honor and committed 
10 miscues in the 23-5 rout. 

The second doubleheader, all 
games. were, played two per Satur- 
day, came off~in_Kentfield with 
the Panthers pitted ainst the 
hometown Marin ‘Tars. Onte.again 
the Hart bats were employed ‘with 
great dexterity as, following the 
first game score of 7-3, Hartnell 
broke loose for a 19-hit barrage 
that resulted in a total of 25 runs 
compared to 3 for Marin. The vis- 
itors broke loose in the opening 
frame for 12 markers and from 
then on it was a question of how 
soon the sides could be retired. 
The Tars were not very efficient in 
the fourth or seventh either, for 
they allowed 6 and 7 runs, respec- 
tively, in those two innings. 

Menlo was the only club able to 
defeat the Panthers in league play, 
which it did, 5-2, in the aftermath, 
following Hartnell’s 15-3. first-game 
victory. These: games were played 
at Menlo the day of April 25 and 
were the Harts’ third set of dou- 


bleheaders. 


VIKINGS VEXED 

The final two games were with 
East Contra Costa on the Hartnell 
diamond the next Saturday, the 
second of May. By winning these 
two, Hartnell sewed up the pen- 
nant. The opener was an erratic 
15-14 affair in which the host club 
scored nine times in the last three 
innings to win. A completely de- 
moralized Viking team submitted 
without a murmur in the jnight- 
cap, 18-2, thanks to Chuck Dillard's 
no-hitter. The first tussle was pro- 
tested by the E.C.C, coach but to 
no avail; in a conference meeting 
a few days later the protest was 
disallowed.
